London, Oct. 28.—The November number of 
the Bookman states it learns on reliable 
authority that Alfred Austin has been ap- 
pointed poet laureate. Alfred Austin, poet, 
critic, and journalist, was born near deeds 
May 30, 18335. -He took his degree at the Uni- 


versity of London in 1853, and in 1357.he was. 
‘ called to the bar of the inner temple. _ 


‘At the age of 18 he had published a poeni 
anonymously called “Randolph.” . His first 
acknowledged volume of verse, “The Sea- 
son, A Satire,”’ appeered in 1861. 
he has published many poetical productions 
and three novels.

He has written a number of political and 
controversal works, and in 1883, in conjunc- 
tion with Mr. W. J. Courthope, he founded 
the National.Review.

Mudgett, alias Holmes, was brought up 
frem the county prison to the city court this 
morning and he was greeted by a great crowd 
of curious telks. He was arraigned for the 
murder of Benjamin F. Pitzel in this city 
on Sept. 4, 1894. | 

It will be remembered Holmes had caused 
Pitzel to be insured for $10,000 in the Fi- 
delity Mutual Association and that Pitzel’s 
dead body was found in a house on Callow- 
hill street ina partially burned condition. 
Holmes collected the insurance money, was 
arrested, tried, anc pleaded gquiity to cheating 
the insurance company.

Malf a Million Dollars at Stake in 
Claims Made by Alleged Canadians 
for Damages Done by Seizures of 
Sealing Vessels—Charges Against 
State Department Employes—Tariff

Late—Other News from the Capital. 

Washington, D. C., Oct. 28.—(Special.J— 
There was a two hours’ conference at the 
State Department this afternoon between 
Secretary Olney, the British Ambassador, 
Premier Bowell, and Sir Charles Tupper of 
Canada on the approaching convention rela- 
tive to the Bering Sea awards. it was set- 
tled that the meeting of the representatives 
of the United States and Great Britain 
should begin on Wednesday if Sir Julian 
Pauncefote recuperated creme his present 
attack of gout. 

This convention grows out of the arbitra- 
tion proceedings at Paris in 1893, when the 
arbitrators decided against the claim of the 
United States to jurisdiction over Bering Sea 
or the seals sought to be protected. Fur- 
thefmore it was made incumbent on the 
United States to pay British subjects dam- 
ages for seizures of Canadian sealers be- 
tween 1886 and 1891, under the assumption 
of jurisdiction by this country. 

The claims of the Canadians aggregated 


- more than $1,000,000, but an agreement was 


reached between Secretary Gresham and 
the British representatives for a settlement 


on payment of $425,000 by the United States, 


provided Congress would give consent and 
make an.appropriation. Although Secretary 
Gresham urged the appropriation of the sum 

ypecified Congress refused to provide the 
money, preferring to have the question of 
amount of damages ‘legally settled by a jpint 


‘convention of representatives of the United 


States and Great Britain. When this‘mat- 
ter was under disctission in the House of 
Representatives Congressmen Hitt of Iili- 
nois and Henderson of Iowa convinced that 


body that the amount demanded was exces- 


sive. Mr. Hitt asserted that Americans 
were the real parties interested in claims 
which aggregated $542,000. He gave a list 
of ships for which damages were claimed, 
and showed how they had been transferred 
from one party to another to make it appear 
that they. were in the British service. Most 


of these claims, too, were for ‘“‘prospective . 


earnings,”” which the Geneva awards tri- 
bunal has declared ‘should not be considered 
in awarding indemnity. 

“In this Bering Sea matter,”’ continued the 
Illinois Congressman, ‘‘the British claims are 
made for estimated catches. Out of the 
$439,16] of claims filed at Paris, and set out 
fully in the large blue book printed. by the 


British Government, $355,353 are for ‘esti- 
mated catch,’ that is, for the catch which 
they did not. catch. Adding all the claims 
that have beén brought since, making up 
the $542,000 of present claims, I find it is 
$377,000 that® is estimated catch. This is 
more than three-fourths of the whole. Claims 
of ships for what they did not catch are 
three times as great as for all loss actually 
sustained, taking their losses at their own 
extravagant figures. Take the $377,000 
claimed for estimated catch out of the 
$542,000 and there is but $165,000 of damages 
for real losses to. British and pretended 
British claims, and these losses are greatiy 


exaggerated.”’

THE CENTRAL AMERICAN UNION. 

The monthly bulletin of the Bureau 
of American Republics for September 
publishes the fulltext of the treaty of 
union between Honduras, Nicaragua, and 
Salvador, consummated in June last, which 
is the first authoritative statement that has 
been made upon this important question. 
The preliminary work of effecting this 
union has been going on for nearly a year, 
aud has now progressed so far that three of 
the five Central. American republics have 
come together in political unity, leaving 
Guatemala and Costa Rica to come in later 
should they be so disposed, in which case 
Guatemala unquestionably would be the 
strongest and most-influential factor of the’ 
group. i 
Under the terms-of the treaty of union 
the three republics first named will be of- 
ficially known as the “Greater Republic of 
Central America,” and this title will re- 
main until Guatemala and Costa Rica vol- 
untarily come into. the union, when it will 
be changed to “Republic of Central Amer- 
ica.” None of the governments signing the 
agreement renounce their autonomy or 
their control of internal affairs. The thrée 
republics will be represented by a Diet 
or sort of General Assembly, elected by 
the various Legislatures. This Diet will 
have for its object the maintenance of 
friendly relations with outside nations, the 
formulating of treaties and agreements, 
which must be ratified by the various Legis- 
latures, a8 well as all questions affecting 
the general interest, and the submission of 
disputes té arbitration, not only as between 
the republics and foreign powers, but as 
between thé repulflics themselves, in case 
they ever disagree upon any question. “The 
Diet will also nominate the Tiolduditte and 
consular representatives of the Greater Re- 
public. Another article provides for. per- 
manent union, as follows: 

Within three years, or before, if it should be 
rcasible, the Diet shall form the: plan of definite 
union of the republics signing, under the form 
which should seem to it most practicable, ani 
shall give an account'of such plan of union to 
@ general assembly cOmposed of twenty members 
elected by each one of the Legislatures immediate- 
ly after the Diet has advised the governments that 
they have elaborated the pian alluded to.. 

Of course it now remains to be seen 
whether this agreement can be carried out, 
for it must be remembered that the three 
contracting powers, if they can be called 
powers, are not only jealous of each other 
and inflammable in temper, but are so 
loosely governed that a given administra- 
tion may be upset most any day by revolu- 
tions precipitated by military adventurers. 
But should the union become a pérmanent 
one-and should Guatemala and Costa Rica 
eventually join it, it would be an important 
step towards a future combination of Mexi- 
co, the Central American and South Ameri- 
can republics, and possibly the United 
States—in other words, the formation of 
the Pan-American union which was the 
dream. of Mr. Blaine and which would erect 
an impassible barrier against any further 
foreign encroachments upon American soil. 


LIGHT FROM AFAR. 

Baron Yerkes is reported to be at the 
head of a syndicate of capitalists who are 
arranging to. give to Chicago a system of 
lighting and power by electricity brought 
hither from the Falls of Niagara. It is in 
contemplation to supply the power to all 
the trolley lines‘and cable roads, supplant 
all the steain engines in this city, and il- 
luminate its streets and buildings by means 
of the contents of storage batteries charged 
at the falls and transported hither by rail 
or lake.» The-idea is a good one, but possi-, 
bly may be found better suited for applica- 
tion to other cities than to Chicago. We 
soon will have‘an electric generating plant 
of our own, with an available supply of ten 
million horse-power, which is far greater 
than that at present arranged for to be 
drawn from the water that descends from 
Lake Erie to Lake Ontario. The source 
referred to is the water flow in the drainage 


canal, which will have a great fall on the 


other side of Lockport, and the energy 
drawn therefrom can be brought to Chica- 
go at much less cost than that generated 
at Niagara. It may be, however, that thc 
tremendously rapid development of indus- 
trial activity in this city during the next few 
years will leave room for the bringing. 
hither of Some power from the Hast after 
ali the force given out near Lockport is 
taken up by mechanism utilizing the elec. 
tric force for light, heat, and power to the 
inhabitants of the greatest city in the.

Thedemands 
of the powers were evaded in every possible 
way known to Turkish Cunning and duplic- 
ity, And all this time, while negotiations 
were pending, the nifssacres were con- 
tinued, and at last broke out in the streets 
of Constantinople itself. The powers then 
-demanted that order should be restored, 
and presented an ultimatum. While os- 
tensibly accepting it, Turkey has not ac- 
cepted, but has sought to make it nugatory 
by cunningly placing obstacles in the way 
and charging the responsibility upon others. 
And meanwhile the massacre-of the help- 
less Armenians goes on with. undiminished 
cruelty. It is no wonder that the Grand 
Old Man of. England. blazes with indigna- 


tion at Turkey in the following letter re-: 


cently written to a friend: 

Dear Mme. Novkoff: I shall carefully and for 
many reasons keep myself to myself. I see in mind, 
that wretched Sultan, whom God has given as a 
curse to mankind, waving his fag in triumph, and 
the adversaries at his feetare Russia, France, and 
England. 

As to the division of Bhame among them I care 
little enough, but hope that my country will for its 
own good be made conscious and exhibited to the 
world for its own full share, whatever that May be. 

May God, in his mercy, send a speedily énd to the 
governing Turk and all his doings, as I said when 
I could say, and even sometimes do, so I say in my 
political decrepitude or death.

COUNTING THE DRAINAGE VOTES.

This suit grew out of an information filed 
by the Attorney-General last winter in the 
Circuit Court of Cook County charging the 
Pullman Palace Car company with usurping 
certain powers and privileges not authorized 
by its charter, chief of which was the owning 
of more real estate than was necessary to 
carry on the objects of the corporation. 
Attorney Runnels, for the company, filed 
pleas alleging the charter of the company 


-permitted it lawfully to do all these things, 


and the Attorney-General came back with 


a demurrer. 
The Circuit Court sustained the demurrer 


+-to one plea, the holding of stock in other 


corporations, and overruled the others. The 
Attorney-General then took an appeal to the 
Supreme .Court, 

In’ his argument to the court Attorney- 
General Moloney claimed the charter of the 
Pullman Palace Car company substan- 
tially and solely permits it to do the follow- 
ing: To manufacture, construct, and pur- 
chase railway cars, with all convenient ap- 
pendages and supplies for persons traveling 
therein, and may sell or use, or permit said 
cars to be used, in such manner and upon 
such terms as the company thinks fit and 
proper, and for the purpose of successfully 
carrying on said business also said company 
may purchase, acquire, and hold such real 
estate as may be deemed necessary there- 
for. “It. has.no-further or greater power.” 

After devoting some time tp a technical 
analysis of the séVeral pleas advanced the 
Attorney-General proceeded to deal with 
the powers conferred by corporate charters, 


and the privileges and duties growing out of | 


the same. 
Defines Powers of Corporations. 
“AS @ general rule,”’ said he,:“a corpora- 
tion can. only exercise such powers as may 
be conferred upon it by the legislative body 


creating it, either in express terms or by 


necessary implication.” 

After citing and quoting a long list of au- 
thorities showing that an incidental power 
of a corporation isonly such as is immediate- 
ly appropriate to the exercise of the specific 
power granted, he said: 


rights, privileges, and immunities incident 
to corporations and necessary or useful for 
this act; that the corporations should have 
power to manufacture, construct and pur- 
chase ratiway cars, with all the eonvenient 
appendages, and sell supplies for persons 
traveling therein, that. it should be lawful 
for the conipany to purchase; acquire, and 
hold such real estate as might he deemed 
necessary for the successful prosecution o 
its business. A broader grant of power than 
this could hardly have been bestowed under 
the general law of the State. The charter 
in question authorized appellee to hold so 
much real estate as may be deemed neces- 
sary for the successful prosecution of iis 
business. 

“With what usurpations of power is the 
company charged? The company deter- 
mined in 1880 to erect shops of its own, not 
only for the manufacture of sleeping cars, 
but also, as authorized by its charter, to 
manufacture railway cars generally. in 
the exercise of its best. judgment the com- 
pany secured a place between Lake Calumet 
and fhe Illinois Central railroad for the lo- 
catidh of its shops.: There were no houses 
near in which homes could be secured for 
its workmen. It was necessary, therefore, 
to provide. these as well as to construct the 
manufactory; indeed, the latter power could 
not be exercised without such provision. 


Usurpation of Power Denied. 


“Did the company usurp power? In Massa- 
chusetts it was held in an opinion’ pro- 
nounced. by Chief Justice Shaw that the 


Old Colony railroad company had the right | 


to purchase a gravel bank simply for the 
purpose of securing the profits which might 
arise from. the taking out of gravel and 
transporting it over some miles of its road 
to a point where it would be needed for build- 
ing purposes, and that, too, although the 
charter limited its operations strictly to rail- 
way purposes.” : ‘ 

Mr. Runnells next devoted some time to 
technical allegations, tending to show that 
it was too late for.a writ of quo warranto 
to have legal force, as the facts upon which 


the case is founded existed nearly fourteen.
